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INTRODUCTION 

Realizing  that  the  many  reports  and  figures  which 
we  are  required  by  law  to  include  for  your  consideration 
— while  important — are  not  always  interesting  to  the  av- 
erage reader,  we  submit  the  following  highlights  of  our 
projects  and  problems. 

May  it  whet  your  appetite  for  the  detailed  reports 
of  your  town  and  school  officials  on  the  following  pages. 

Although  a  late  and  lengthy  mud  season  precluded 
completion  of  Flood  Damage  Repairs  in  the  time  allot- 
ted by  the  State,  the  unexpended  balance  of  over  $2,200 
was  spent  as  a  T  R  A  project  on  the  road  to  Wild 
Meadow. 

Despite  this  damage  caused  by  the  heavy  rains  of 
October,  1959  to  our  approximately  fifty  miles  of  town 
highways,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  re- 
pairing washouts,  replacing  culverts  and  improving 
drainage.  That  only  minor  damage  was  caused  by  the 
hurricane  and  heavy  rain  this  past  fall  attests  to  the 
value  of  this  work,  and  our  regular  Highway  Mainten- 
ance appropriation  should  enable  us  to  make  further 
improvements   during  the  current   year. 

For  an  expenditure  of  under  $50  a  parking  area  and 
access  road  were  built  on  the  point  above  the  dam  at 
Kilton  Pond,  and  volunteer  labor  started  the  task  of 
clearing  a  swimming  area  for  Huff  Beach. 

It  was  felt  that  completion  of  this  project  could 
best  be  made  when  the    pond   is    lowered    and    repairs 


made  to   the   clam   from   the   Capital    Reserve   fund. 

Regretfully,  no  work  was  done  towards  clearing 
and  levelling  at  Pine  Grove  Cemetery.  It  was  found 
out  too  late  in  the  season  that  spray  killing  of  the  growth 
might  prove  hetter  for  preserving  the  top  soil  than  the 
bulldozing  originally  intended,  and  the  $200  appropri- 
ation  has   been  carried   forward  for  this   year. 

Local  labor  being  unavailable  for  repairing  the 
Valia  Bridge,  the  State  Highway  Department  was  con- 
tacted and  their  bridge  appraiser  estimated  a  cost  of 
$1500  if  they  did  the  work.  Since  repairs  were  not  im- 
mediately imperative,  it  was  decided  to  postpone  action 
until  the  current  year. 

Despite  long  term  notes  outstanding  in  the  amount 
of  $4725,  our  net  debt  was  only  $729.89  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  due  primarily  to  substantial  recoveries  obtain- 
ed by  and  due  the  town  for  welfare  expenditures  made 
over   the   past   two   years.

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  sal- 
aries of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

First — by  setting  a  good  example  YOURSELF— 
being  sensible  and  complying  with  the  necessary  laws 
and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  and  near 
woodlands. 

Second — by  using  YOUR  individual  influence  in 
your  community  and  valued  counsel  with  others  in  in- 
sisting and  encouraging  them  to  do  likewise. 

The  following  simple  rules  may  be  used  as  a  guide 
both  for  YOU  and  for  them. 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  lo- 
cal forest  fire  warden — the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be   sure   to   properly   supervise    your   burning 
— don't   leave   it. 
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3.  Make  certain  your  tire,  camp  or  debris,  is 
DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigars  and 
cigarettes  or  from  moving  vehicles — make  sure 
they  are  out — use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both 
personal  and  financial.
